The Assembly proceedings yesterday were 
not enlivened by the renewal of the fight over 
the ceiling scandal. Mr. Fish promised ou 
Wednesday to appeal agaiu to the House 
against the disregard of Its instructions by 
the Appropriations Committee in sustaining 
Mr. Suaith in his refusal to produce bis 
contract 
with 
the Sinclairs for the 
papier mache. 
The Sun of this morn 
ing explains liow the trouble was avoided. 
Mr. Fish was simply outgeneraled by Speaker 
Cole. Mr. Fish went to the Speaker’s chair 
to talk the matter over with Mr. Cole, atd 
was politely invited by that officer to take the 
chair for a few minutes. Fish complied, 
whereupon Cole went to the smoking room 
and remained there two hours, B'ish in the 
meantime 
being glued to 
the chair, 
which 
he could not leave without 
beiug 
positively 
discourteous 
to 
the Speaker. Then Mr. Stevens, one of the 
six members of the Appropriations Com­ 
mittee who had voted to protect Snaith, 
started the business of ihe day by calling for 
the third reading of bills. There were about 
thirty bills on the desk to be read, and in 
order to gain time long discussions were held 
over several of the most trivial character. In 
this way the time was taken up till the hour 
for adjournment arrived. As the adjourn 
ment was to continue over Washington’ 
birtlidav, it was necessary for the members 
to take the afternoon trains home, and the 
session closed at

"N o,” was Mr. Crosby’s answer. Then the 
Speaker asked; " W ill you consent to the 
substitution of the Attorney General ?’ 
Again Mr. Crosby answered " No.” The 
Speaker then ruled the motion out of order, 
aud there is a general wonder why he did not 
want Hoot and Nicoll, two of the most in­ 
spected and distinguished lawyers iu the 
state, employed as counsel, but preferred the 
Attorney General, who is a David B. Hill 
Democrat, aud has never yet astonished the 
state by a display of his legal abilities. 
A few days ago Mr. Ainsworth und a few 
other persons associated with him in protect­ 
ing the interests of the contractor, attempted 
to suppress the Sun correspondent, but soon 
abandoned the enterprise. The eorrespon 
dent appears to be a very fearless critic 
Tbeir late charge upou him, and the provid 
impotence of tlicir hostility, is making him a 
very dangerous man to those who recently en­ 
deavored to get rid of him.

The Board of Trustees of Public Buildings 
has neither suspended nor removed Superin­ 
tendent Andrews from office, in compliance 
with the unanimous vote of the Assembly 
last Wednesday. The reasons for this re­ 
fusal to obey a positive instruction are stated. 
Suspension is not deemed advisable, as it 
would merely relieve him of his work with­ 
out taking away bis pay. Removal is not 
expedient, as his trial is not completed, and 
as his removal might preveut the state from 
ascertaining the important fads which he 
probably knows about where the $120,003 
profit weut. 
Mr. Andrews was examined at great length 
yesterday. Gov. Ilill and his associateTrus 
tees w ill ascertain by reading his testimony 
how their confidence is rewarded. Do they 
see any disclosures there relating to the use 
or diversion of that §120,000 ? There never 
was so ignorant a witness. All of his trans 
actions as superintendent of the ceiling work 
are a blank, save lliat Mr. Sheehan got about 
$25 and Mr. Eno $75. Mr. Andrews’s mouth 
is sealed. He is too shrewd to break the seal, 
or as Mr. Ainsworth said yesterday, "he’s 
able to take care of himself.” And he will 
take care not only <>f himself but his protec­ 
tors as long as he is kept in office. 
But Andrew s suspended or removed would 
become a raging lion on the track of the 
spoilsmen, lie would trace the expenditure 
of that $120,000 to the last cent, and bring 
down the wrath of the people upon the con­ 
spirators. The people know David B. Hill’ 
methods of raising campaign funds, and 
they believe that he dare not suspend Ad- 
drews.

The members of the One H undred *and 
Twentieth Reg imental Union met in King s­ 
ton this afternoon, and foug ht their battles 
o'er ag ain. 
A resume of the business done, 
tog ether with stories contributed to 
T h e 
F reeman by mail, by old soldiers in various 
pans of the country, follows: 


1SO T II R E G IM E N T R E U N IO N . 
Members of the Oue Hundred and Tw en­ 
tieth Reg iment, held a reunion, this after­ 
noon, in the Court Room of 
the Ulster 
County Surrog ate’s building , King ston. 
The 
reports of the Secretary, Treasurer m l of 
Committees were read. 
Tw o matters of inter­ 
est were talked over—the history of the Reg i­ 
ment being prepared, and the m onument to be 
placed on the Gettysburg battle field. 
Pic­ 
tures of the monument were exhibited. 
The 
men expressed their approval of the desig n 
w hieh is in the form of a castellated tower 26 
feU in heig ht, of Quincy g ranite, surmounted 
by the diamond badg e of ¡he Third Corps. 
It 
was 
stated 
that it will be placed near 
the Peach 
Orchard, the 
scene of 
a des­ 
perate 
conflict 
on 
the second 
day 
of 
tiie G ettysburg Baltic. 
Short addresses were 
made. 
T his evening the veterans will par­ 
take of supper at the Eag le Hotel. 
Later 
papers will be read by Colonel C. 1). W est­ 
brook, of King ston, on tlie ''B attle of the 
Second Day at Gettysburg ," W ilbur L. Hale 
on “ Ander.-onville Prison Life,” etc. 
It is 
mote than a q uarter of a century since the 
One Hundred and Twentieth Reg iment de­ 
parted from King ston on its way to join the 
Army of the IV.oinuc. 
The ranks were 
filial with young men capable of w ithstand­ 
ing 
m uch 
fatig ue 
and 
exposure 
inci­ 
dent 
to 
the 
life 
of 
a 
soldier. 
Its 
baptism 
of 
fire 
wa3 
at 
Fredericks­ 
burg . 
It was 
in 
the 
thickest 
of 
the 
fray at Chancellorsville, and at Gettysburg 
lire 
men 
displayed 
heroic courag e 
and 
firmness of veterans, holding an im portant 
position in .Sickles’ line, and leaving 190 of 
their num ber on the field. 
It participated in 
all the battles of the Army of the Potomac 
from that tim e forth, and was close at the 
heels of Lee when he surrendered at Appo- 
rnatiox Court House. This Reg iment had the 
misfortune to lose, at one sweep, over 100 as 
prisoners captured at Janies City, many of 
whom experienced untold suffering s in An­ 
derson vine Prison. 
¡Soon after the close of 
the war, a Reg imental Union was formed, 
and annual re-unions have since been held. 


SO M E T H R IL L IN G E X P E R IE N C E S . 
The w riter of this sketch, when a hoy of 
17, enlisted in Company C, of the Twelfth 
.New-York State Volunteers, at the breaking 
out of the Civil W ar in 1801, and performed 
his duty as a soldier during the sieg e of 
Yorktown, and McClellan’s advance up the 
peninsula to Richmond. 
A fter the seven 
days' battle, the Army of the Potomac was or­ 
dered io (he support of General Pope, in front 
of W ashing ton, where his reg iment was en­ 
g ag ed iu Butterfield’s charg e on Stonewall 
Jackson, whose division was posted behind a 
railroad em bankm ent, at the second battle of 
Bull Run. 
Here he was severely wounded 
and has suffered from the effect of it to this 
date. The Captain [Aug ustus J. BootJ referred 
to,recovered from his wounds and afterwards 
was commissioned as Major of the Fifteenth 
New-York Cavalry. 
Ho is said to have been 
the last officer killed in the Army of the P o­ 
tomac, receiving lus death wounds A pril8 , 
1863. at the time of Lee's surrender. 
Root 
Post, G. A. H., of Syracuse, is named iu 
memory of him. 
In a letter to a former tent- 
mute here the writer g ives his recollection of 
the eng ag em ent as follows: 


THE SECOND BATTLE OF BULL RUN. 


“ I shall never forg et the second battle of 
Bull Run, in which we were eng ag ed on Sat­ 
urday, A ug ust 60, 1862. 
Our reg iment was 
draw n up iu line of battle, behind a piece of 
woods and in fiout of a little run, where our 
canteens were filled in anticipation of com­ 
ing events, when we received the order to 
'charg e,' and away we went throug h the 
trees, across an open Held, under a heavy 
fire of shot and shill on our left flank im'd 
front, and we halted within a short distance 
from the enemy in order, as our officers said, 
to dress our lines and breathe before making 
a final effort to dislodg e them .” 


BEI1IND AN EMBANKMENT. 


“ The rebels were behind an em bankm ent 
and out of sig ht. 
It was almost impossible 
to see any of them, their presence being only 
indicated by little puffs of smoke from their 
muskets and the noise of the bullets as they 
clove tluir way throug h ibe air around us. 
I 
had a g ood view of oue of them, however, a 
brave fellow on horseback, who rode in front 
of them, on the embankment, waving his 
sword, but he disappeared almost as soou as 
we caug ht sig ht of him .’ 


WOUNDED BY REBEL BULLETS. 


“ Our officers finding if impossible to carry 
the works in our front, g ave orders to ’ fall 
back in as g ood ordei as possible.' 
I did not 
hear the order, being so eng ag ed in tiring , 
and the confusion being so g reat as to make t he 
voices of command inaudible iu the noise 
and roar of battle. 
Looking around I found 
myself alone, and starting to find our reg i­ 
m ental colors, I saw them half way across the 
fluid we had charg ed over just before. 
They 
were about 200 yards from me, hut I thoug ht 
I could catch up with them, and if ever I ran 
I ran then. 
Bullets were flying throug h the 
air and shells exploding in every direction, 
throwing up the earth at my feet as they ex­ 
ploded, and now anyoue could live throug h 
such a rain of death, has always bceu a m ys­ 
tery to me. 
In marching I carried a hatchet 
for the purpose of cutting tire-wood, anil 
poles a nd’pins’ forereeling my ‘ shellertent 
when we came to a halt at uig ht. These were 
carried in my waist belt, on 
the rig ht 
hip 
In order to carry it more comfortably, 
my blanket was rolled up and carried over 
mv rig ht shoulder, the ends being secured to. 
g cther with a strap, to hold it in place as 
(hey hung down on the left sule, nest the 
haversack; 
I had hardly g one 50 yards in 
the direction of our colors, when a Jriuie ball 
struck the hatchet, cutting the handle clean 
off and a m oment after another cut throug h 
,'nc strap that held the ends of my blanket lo- 
‘ ther 
Still pushing on to join our colors, 
I succeeded in g etting half wav across the 
L in 
when another hall hit me iu the rig ht 
i-',r 
I dropped ‘ail in a heap’ and then ieay- 
mr rnv pun. for which I bad no further use, 
beg an toV'rawl in the direction of the woods, 
where we bad halted, before m aking the 
charg e.” 
MEETING STONEWALL JACKSON. 


The bullets am? shells were still hum m iug 
like mosq uitoes in warm weather, but after 
considerable effort 1 succeeded in g elling be­ 
hind a larg e tree in the edg e of the woods 
» rid huiTg ed it close, being unable to stand 
up 
Soon after, the rebels appeared, three 
lines deep, rapidly advancing oyer the g round 
th-u we had so recently occupied, and in a 
moment the woods in which I lay were full 
of their strag g lers. 
They treated me very 
k :ndlv however, broug ht blanaets to make 
b r i ned g ave me water, aud did every­ 
thing they eon Id to relievo me. 
Soon a.ter 
p i third line of battle had passed over me, 
a man riding on a g ray horse, having a linen 
A ider over his clothing , and wearing a

SAVED IRS LIFE. 
“ D uring the nig ht that followed, our 
batteries shelled the woods, where I lav, 
several 
of 
the shells 
bursting near 
me 
made It very uncomfortable sleeping . The 
next m orning was Sunday; one of the Union 
surg eons came along , and asked some of the 
rebel strag g lers to cany mu to a log hut that 
was near by, which they did. 
Upon layin. 
me down, 1 discovered Captain Root, of the 
Syracuse portion of our reg iment, who was 
also wounded. On the afternoon of the same 
duv, a rebel doctor, stopped at the same 
place, cut the bull out of my leg , g ave me 
bandag es, and also instructed me as to the 
best manner of treatment, in order to save 
tbe leg from amputation. 
On the next day— 
Monday— we were paroled, by a rebel officer, 
and soou after a doctor, with several assist­ 
ants, appeared, and after cutting off the leg s 
and arms of several wounded men, who were 
near, finally came to where I lay, and m ak­ 
ing an examination of my wouuded leg , said 
it ‘ must come off.’ 
The attendants picked 
me 
up to carry me to the 
am putating 
tuble, when Captain Root stopped 
them 
saying ' that man is under my charg e, lay him 
down ag ain.’ 
They paid no attention to the 
Captain, however, aud the probability is they 
would have cut off my leg then and there if 
be had not ag ain called to them, at the same 
time draw ing his revolver,as he told them that 
* W e’ve had a doctor here who said that leg 
could 
be saved,’ and ho insisted that they 
should not dismember me. After some further 
arg ument between the doctor and the Captain 
I was finally returned to the latter’s side, 
where I lay until the uext Friday, when I was 
taken up to headq uarters.” 
LITTLE OH NOTHING TO KAT. 
“ D uring the time that I staid on the field, 
from Saturday until the Friday following , 
we ha 1 very little to eat; all that I had in 
that time was one hard tack and a small pieco 
of hoe-eak“, g iven me by a rebel strag g ler. 
We had plenty of water, however, the citI 
zens 
coming from 
W ashing ton 
under a 
ilag of truce, did whatever they could fur 
us. There were about 40 dead in sig ht where 
I lay, who had remained unhurieil ¡ill this 
time, and as decomposition had set in, the 
atmosphere was very much tainted.” 


SENT HOME. 
At headq uarters we were stretched out in 
rows in a peach orchard, and each cue g iven 
a slice of bread anil a piece of roast beef for 
supper. On Saturday morning , after a break­ 
fast of bread and beef, some others, with 
myself, weie put in an ambulance and driven 
over the roug h Virg inia roads to W ashing ­ 
ton, which seemed fully 40 miles away. 
Here I was placed in Emory Hospital, reach­ 
ing it about 2 o’clock on Sunday morning , 
where I remained about three months,when I 
was transferred to U. S. A. General H os­ 
pital. Camden-street, Baltimore, from which 
I was discharg ed February 14, 1863, and sent 
home.” 


S T O N E W A L L JA C K S O N 'S D E A T H . 
Jure S. Thompson, a former resident of 
Rondout and one of the surviving m embers 
of the Oue H undred aud Twentieth Reg i­ 
ment, writes entertaining ly in the 
Na tio n a l 
Trib u n e of the doing s of his reg iment, which 
formed a portion ot the famous “ Excelsior 
Brig ade” at the disastrous Battle of Chancel 
lorsville. 
Mr. Thompson was a member of 
Company D, and claims that the death of 
“ Stonewall ” Jackson, averred to be caused 
by tlie (ire of the Confederates themselves, 
was 
really caused by the 
firing of the 
men from Ulster County. 
Company I) was 
detailed for picket duty and after a line of 
skirmishes had been formed, Mr. Thompson 
was one of six men placed in a si ill further 
advanced line, \ery near the enemy’s line. 
This g ave him advantag es for watching move­ 
ments of the enemy. 
The story of Mr. 
Thompson, which cannot he g iven in full for 
lack of space, ends as fellows: “ And while 
they were currying General Jut kson back b> 
the rear a shot from our side killed one of 
the stretcher-bearer-;, and the Geoeial dropped 
to the around from off the stretcher before 
he could be caug ht. 
It was reported that the 
shoes of the fall was more the cause of Gen­ 
eral Jackson’s death than the wounds just 
received; that is, thoug h the General was 
severely wounded, he would have stood a 
chance of rullving hut for the fall.” 
Mr 
Thompson, in telling of “ what he would 
like to know ,” says: 
“ First, 
if General 
Hooker knew of Stonewall Jackson’s move 
ment on our rig ht—which he undoubtedly 
did, as my reg iment knew of it in t1 c after 
noon—why General Howard did not profit 
y it ? 
Second, why were we told, when on 
the skirmish line, the Irish Brig rado was in 
front of us? 
And, third, what troops they 
were that formed iu front of me at so late an 
hour ? ” 
» Surviving members of the One Hundred 
anil Twentieth Reg iment, re.-iiiing in Ron­ 
dout, say they have no doubt the 
troops 
that formed in front of the skirnibh line, 
where 
Thompson 
was 
stationed, 
were 
the Confederates g etting ready to 
make 
their 
flank 
movement 
which 
proved 
successful. 
A Rebel Major g ave the orders 
to the commander of the Excelsior Brig ade 
to cease filing on account of the Irish Brig ade 
being in his front. 
The Confederate Major 
was captured during the fig ht, and how he g ot 
inside the Union lines w» s a mystery. 


G E N E R A L . DI5 T B O IiK IA N D 'S V IE W S . 
General DeTrobriaud, in his "F o ur Years 
itli the Arm y of the Potom ac,” supports 
the 
statement 
made 
by 
Samuel N or­ 
folk, of the Old Twentieth Reg iment, of Ul­ 
ster County, that at the Battle of Gettysburg 
the Confederates were told that they had only 
militia to fig ht. 
DeTrobriaud savs: " It was 
lull'd lig ht. 
The Confederates appeared to 
„ave the devil in them. 
They had been told 
that they had before them nothing but mili­ 
tia, assembled in haste. 
If that had been 
true, without disparag ing the militia, I be­ 
lieve from the m anner in which the rebels 
rushed upon us they would have been swept 
away in the tw jnkltng of an eye. 
But, when 
they met us face to face, they q uickly recog - 
ized the old troops of Hooker and Kearney, 
hich was a very different affair, 
1 must 
ly, however, that they did not put any less 
spirit iu their attack. 
Quite the contrary. 
On the other side my men did not flinch. On 
both sides each one aimed at his man, and 
notwithstanding every protection from the 
g round men fell dead and wounded with 
frig htful rapidity.”

The members of the One Hundred nnd 
Twentieth Regimental Union met in Kings­ 
ton this afternoon, and fought their battles 
o’er again. 
A resume of the business done, 
together with stories contributed to T he

parís of the country, follows: 


1SOTII KKGIM ENT REUNION. 
Members of the Oue Hundred and Twen­ 
tieth Regiment, held a reunion, this after­ 
noon, in the Couit Room of the Ulster 
County Surrogate’s building, Kingston. 
The 
reports of the Secretary, Treasurer and of 
Committees were read. 
Two matters of inter­ 
est were talked over—the history of the Regi­ 
ment being prepared, and the monument to ue 
placed on the Gettysburg battle Held. 
Pic­ 
tures of the monument were exhibited. 
The 
men expressed their approval of the design 
which is in the form of a castellated tower 26 
fee I in height, of Quincy granite, surmounted 
by the diamond badge of the Third Corps. 
It 
was stated 
that it will be placed near 
the Peach 
Orchard, the scene of 
a des­ 
perate 
conflict 
ou 
the second day 
of 
the Gettysburg Uaitlc. 
Short addresses were 
made. 
This evening the veterans will par­ 
take of supper at the Eagle Hotel. 
Later 
papers will be read by Colonel C. 1). W est­ 
brook, of Kingston, on the “ Battle of the 
Second Day at Gettysburg,” Wilbur L. líale 
on “ Auder.'ouville Prison Life,” etc. 
It is 
inoic than a quarter of a ceutury since the 
One Hundred and Twentieth Regiment de­ 
parted from Kingston ou its way to join the 
Army of the Poloinac. 
The ranks were 
fdltd with young men capable of withstand­ 
ing 
much 
fatigue and 
exposure 
inci­ 
dent, 
to 
tiie 
life 
of a 
soldier. 
Its 
baptism 
of fire 
wa3 
at 
Fredericks­ 
burg. 
It was 
in 
the 
thickest of 
the 
fray at Chancellorsvillc, and at Gettysburg 
the 
men 
displayed heroic courage 
and 
firmness of veterans, holding an important 
position in Sickles’ line, anil leaving 190 of 
their number oil the field. 
It participated in 
all the battles of the Army of the Potomac 
from that time forth, and was close at the 
heels of Lee when he surrendered at Appo- 
mattox Court House. This Regiment had the 
misfortune to lose, at oue sweep, over 100 as 
prisoners captured at James City, many of 
whom experienced untold sufferings in An- 
dersonvillc Prison. 
¡Soon after the close of 
the war, a Regimental Union was formed, 
and annual re-unions have since been held. 


SOME T U K IL L IN G E X PER IE N C E S. 
The wiitcr of this sketch, when a boy of 
17, enlisted in Company C, of the Twelfth 
New-York State Volunteers, at the breaking 
out of the Civil War in 1801, and performed 
his duty as a soldier during the siege of 
Yorktown, and McClellan’s advance up the 
peninsula to Richmond. 
After the seven 
days' battle, the Army of the Potomac was or­ 
dered to the support of General Pope, in front 
of Washington, where his regiment was en­ 
gaged in Butterfield’s charge ou Stonewall 
Jackson, whose division was posted Lehiud a 
railroad embankment, at the second battle of 
Bull Run. 
Here he was severely wounded 
and has suffered from the effect of it to this 
date. The Captain [ Augustus J.Boot] referred 
to,recovered from his wounds and afterwards 
was commissioned as Major of the Fifteenth 
New-Ycrk Cavalry. 
He is said to have been 
the last officer killed in the Army of the Po­ 
tomac, receiving his death wounds April 8, 
186.'). at the time of Lee's surrender. 
Root 
Post, G. A. R., of Syracuse, is uamed iu 
memory (if him. 
In a letter to a former teut- 
matc here the wiiter gives his recollection of 
the engagement as follows: 


THE SECOND BATTLE OF BULL RUN. 


“ I shall never forget the second battle of 
Bull Run, in which we were engaged on Sat­ 
urday, August JO, 1802. 
Our regiment was 
drawn up iu line of battle, behind a piece of 
woods and in Li out of a little run, where our 
canteens were filled in anticipation of com­ 
ing events, when we received the order to 
‘charge,' and away we went through the 
trees, across an open field, under a heavy 
fire of shot and siu 11 on our left flank trod 
front, and we halted within a short distance 
from the enemy iu order, as our officers said, 
to dress our lines and breathe before making 
a final effort to dislodge them.” 


BEniND AN EMBANKMENT. 


“ The rebels were behind an embankment 
and out of sight- 
It was almost impossible 
to see any of them, their presence being only 
indicated by little puffs of smoke from their 
muskets and the noise of the bullets as they 
clove their way through the air around us. 
I 
had a good view of oue of them, however, a 
brave fellow on horseback, who rode in front 
of them, on the embankment, waving his 
sword, but he disappeared almost as soon as 
we caught sight of him.” 


Wo u n d e d b y REBEL BULLETS. 


“ Oar officers finding if impossible to carry 
the works in our front, gave orders to ‘ fall 
b.iek in as good ordei as possible.’ 
I did not 
hear the order, being so engaged in firing, 
and the confusion being so great as to make t he 
voices of command inaudible iu the noise 
and roar of battle. 
Looking arouud I found 
myself alone, and starling to find our regi­ 
mental colors. I saw them half wav across the 
field we had charged over lust before. 
They 
were about 200 yards from me, but I thought 
I could catch up with them, and if ever I rau 
I ran then. 
Bullets were flyiug through the 
air aud shells exploding in every direction, 
throwing up the earth at my feet as they ex­ 
ploded, and how any oue could live through 
such a rain of death, has always been a mys­ 
tery to me. 
In marching I carried a hatchet 
for the purpose of cutting tire-wood, and 
poles a n d ‘pius’ forereolingmy * shelter tent ’ 
when we came to a halt at uight. These w ere 
carried in my watet belt, on 
the right 
hip 
In order to carrv it more comfortably, 
my blanket was rolleci up and enrrjed over 
my right shoulder, the ends being secured to, 
eetber with a strap, to hold it in place, as 
they hung down on the left stile, next the 
haversack; 
I had hardly gone 50 yards in 
the direction of our colors, when a Ai.nie ball 
struck the hatchet, cutting the handle clean 
off and a moment after another cut through 
,‘oe strap that held the ends of my blanket to- 
,r -tlier 
Still pushing on to join our colors, 
I , >Ceeede.d in getting half way across the 
field when another ball hit mo iu the right 
lev 
I dropped ‘all in a heap’ and then leay- 
rurmv fiun, for which I bad no further use, 


b e g a n to u'rawl in the direction of the woods, 
W here we had halted, before making the 
where we 
charge.” 


MEETING STONEWALL JACKSON 
The bullets am? shells were still hummiug 
like mosquitoes in warm weather, but after 
considerable effort 1 succeeded in getting be­ 
hind a large tree in the edge of the woods 
nnd hugged it close, being unable to stand 
up 
Soou after, the rebels appeared, three 
lines deep, rapidly advancing over the ground 
that we had so recently occupied, and in a 
moment the woods in which 1 lay were full 
of their s:m -ders. 
They treated me very 
kindlv, however, brought blanacts to make 
no a oed. e-tvo me water, aud did every­ 
thing thov could to relieve inc. 
Soon after 
their third line of battle had passed over roe, 
a man. riding on a gray horse, having n linen 
duster over his clothing, and wearing a 
slouched list, stopped near me: aftcrlisteu- 
ir™ to the sound of battle, which was still 
-v - 
on 
of our lines, he 
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ing near who that officer was, and he replied: 
Stonewall Jackson.’” 
SAVED HIS LIFE. 
“ During the night that followed, our 
batteries shelled the woods, where I lay, 
several of 
the shells 
bursting near 
me 
made It very uncomfortable sleeping. Thu 
next morning was Sunday; one of the Union 
surgeons came aloug, and asked some of the 
rebel stragglers to cany me 10 a log hut that 
was near by, which they did. 
Upon laying 
me down, 1 discovered Captain Root, of the 
Syracuse portion of our regiment, who was 
also wounded. On the afternoon of the same 
day, a rebel doctor, stopped at the same 
place, cut the ball out of m y leg, gave me 
bandages, and also instructed me us to the 
best manner of treatment, in order to save 
the leg from amputation. 
On the next day— 
Monday—we were paroled, by a rebel officer, 
and soon after a doctor, with several assist­ 
ants, appeared, and after cutting off the legs 
and arms of several wounded men, w ho were 
near, finally came to where I lay, aud m ak­ 
ing an examination of my wouuded leg, said 
it ‘ must come off.’ 
The attendants picked 
me 
up to carry me to the 
amputating 
table, when Captaiu Root stopped 
them 
saying ‘ that man is under my charge, lay him 
down again.’ 
They paid no attention to the 
Captaiu, however, aud the probability is they 
would have cut off my leg theu and there if 
be bad not again called to them, at the same 
time drawing his revolver,as he told them that 
We've had a doctor here who said that leg 
could 
be saved,’ and he insisted that they 
should not dismember me. After some further 
argument between the doctor and the Captaiu 
I was ti nally returned to the latter’s side, 
where I lay until the ucxt Friday, when I was 
taken up to headquarters.” 
LITTLE OR NOTHING TO RAT. 
“ During the time that I staid on the flc-ld, 
from Saturday until the Friday following, 
we ha 1 very little to out; all that I had in 
that time was one hard tack and u small piece 
of hoe-cake, given me by a rebel straggler. 
We had plenty of water, however, the cltl 
zeiis coming from 
Washington 
under a 
ling of truce, did whatever they could for 
us. There were about 40 dead in sight where 
I lay, who had lemniued unburied all this 
time, and as decomposition had set in, the 
atmosphere was very much tainted.” 
SENT HOME. 
At headquarters we were stretched out in 
rows in a peach orchard, and each cue given 
a slice of bread and a piece of roast beef for 
supper. On Saturday morning, after a break­ 
fast of bread und beef, some others, with 
myself, weie put in an ambulance and driven 
over the rough Virginia roads to Washing 
ton, which seemed fully 40 miles away. 
Here I was placed in Emory Hospital, reach­ 
ing it about 2 o’clock on Sunday morning, 
where I remained about three months,when I 
was transferred to U. S. A. General IIos 
pital, Camdeu-street, Baltimore, from which 
I was discharged February 14, 1863, and sent 
home.” 


STO NEW ALL JACK SO N'S D E A T H . 
Jure S. Thompson, a former resident of 
Rondout aud one of the surviving members 
of the Oue Hundred aud Twentieth Regi­ 
ment, writes entertainingly in the iVatimuil 
Tribune of the doings of his regiment, which 
formed a portion of the famous “ Excelsior 
Brigade” at the disastrous Battle of Cbancel- 
lorsville. 
Mr. Thompson was a member of 
Company D, and claims that the death of 
“ Stonewall ” Jackson, averred to be caused 
by the fire of the Confederates themselves, 
was really caused by the 
firing of the 
men from U lstir County. 
Company D was 
detailed for picket duty and after a line of 
skirmishes hud been formed, Mr. Thompson 
was one of six men placed iu a still farther 
advanced line, very near the enemy’s line. 
This gave him advantages for watching move­ 
ments of the enemy. 
The story of Mr. 
Thompson, which cannot lie given in full for 
lack of space, ends as fellows: “ And while 
they were carrying General Jacksou back !•> 
the rear a shot fiom our side killed one of 
the stretcher-bearers, and the General dropped 
to the around from off the stretcher befóte 
he could be caught. 
It was reported that the 
shocu of the fall was more the cause of Gen­ 
eral Jackson’s death than the wounds just 
received; that is, though the General was 
severely wounded, he would have stood a 
chance of rallying but for the fall.” 
Mr. 
Thompson, in telling of “ what he would 
like to know,” says: 
“ First, if General 
Hooker knew of Stonewall Jackson’s move­ 
ment on our right—which he undoubtedly 
did, as my regiment knew of it in t' e after­ 
noon—why General Howard did not profit 
by it ? 
Second, why were we told, when on 
the skirmish-line, the Irish Brigrado was in 
front of us V 
And, third, what troops they 
were that formed iu front of me at so late an 
hour ? ” 
¡surviving members of the One Hundred 
and Twentieth Regiment, re.-iding in Kon- 
dout, say they have no doubt the troops 
that formed in front of the skirmish line, 
where 
Thompson 
was 
stationed, 
wete 
the Confederates getting ready to make 
their 
flunk 
movement 
which 
proved 
successful. 
A Rebel Major gave the orders 
to the commander of the Excelsior Brigade 
to cease firing oil account of the Irish Brigade 
being in his front. 
The Confederate Major 
was captured during the fight, and how he got 
iuside the Union lines was a mystery. 


G E N E R A L DIC TK O IIK IA ND 'S V IEW S. 
General DeTrobriand, in his "F our Years 
with the Army of the Potomac,” supports 
the 
statement 
made 
by 
Samuel Nor­ 
folk, of the Old Twentieth Regiment, of Ul­ 
ster County, that at the Battle of Gettysburg 
the Confederates were told that they had only 
militia to fight. 
DeTrobriand says: “ It was 
a hard fight. 
The Confederates appeared to 
have the devil in them. 
They had been told 
that they had before them nothing but mili­ 
tia, assembled in haste. 
If that had been 
true, without disparaging the militia, I be­ 
lieve from the manner in which the rebels 
rushed upon us they would have been swept 
away in the twjnkhng of an eye. 
But, when 
they met us face to face, they quickly recog­ 
nized the old troops of Hooker and Kearney, 
which was a very different affair, 
I must 
say, however, that they did not put any loss 
spirit iu their attack. 
Quite the contrary. 
On the other side my men did not flinch. On 
both sides each one aimed at his man, and 
notwithstanding evcrv protection from the 
ground men fell (lead and wounded with 
frightful rapidity.”

GATHERING ICE ALONG T H E HUDSON. 


T h e W ork B ein g P ro secu ted w ith V igor 1 
tw eeu R ond ou t an d Troy. 
The weather continues favorable for ice har­ 
vesting on the Upper Hudson. 
The many 
men, boys and horses employed furnish an 
interesting scene to travelers on the West 
Shore and Hudson Hi ver Railroads. 
A1 
though the thin ice makes the work more 
tedious, extra efforts are made and tiers of 
ice are rapidly being piled upon one another 
in the large houses. 
The scare about a short 
crop has caused ice to be gathered in places 
where it never was before. 
Many boats and 
barges not used in conveying ice to market, 
have been filled. 


IC E N O T E S . 
The work of cutting ice on Mayham’s 
Pond, Bouth-Gilhoa, has ceased. 
Very little ice has lieen gathered by the 
Brewers’ Ice Company at South Hondout, 
this week. 
The work of fillingthe ice house of the I’o- 
mur & Tremper Steamboat Company was fin­ 
ished to-day. 
The Esopus houses of the Knickerbocker 
Ice Compuuv arc beiug filled with ice from 
the Esopus Pond and the Hudson River. 
William Smedberg is stacking ice on the 
Frcligh dock, in Saugerties “ harbor.” The 
stack will l>e 71x91 feet and 2G feet high. 
The Knickerlioeker Company has 2,500 
tons of ice stacked on Clare’s dock, at Malden, 
and will increase the am ount to 5,000 if pos­ 
sible. 
VanW agonen & Conyes. of Kingston,have 
tilled their two ice houses at that place with 
three thousand tons of ice from eight and 
half to 12 inches in thickuess. 
It is expected the Knickerbocker house at 
Evesport will lie filled by to-morrow night. It 
is said in 1870 there was not a pound of ice in 
that house on February 28 and it was tilled 
by March 15. 
A dispatch from Troy to Tire F r e e m a n 
to-day slated: The ice harvest iu this vicinity 
is nearly completed. 
The ice is mainly of 
good quality, that uow being housed measur­ 
ing from 10 to 12 inches in thickuess. Above 
the State dam about 40,000 tons have been 
cut and it will uot require more than 15,000 
tons more to fill all the houses there. 
Last night a long train of cars, laden with 
ice, arrived in Hondout via the Ulster & Del­ 
aware Railroad. 
This m orning the work of 
putting the ice into the house of the Cornell 
Steamboat Company was begun. 
It was the 
intention to fill this house with ice trom the 
Hondout Creek, and Alderman Beck had 
commenced the work, hut after one day’s la­ 
bor it was fouDd that the ice did uot “ run 
thick enough."

S O U K T H R IL L IN G E X P E R I E N C E * . 
T h e W iller o f this sketch, w hen a boy of 
17. enlisted in C om pany C, o f the T w elfth 
New Y ork State V olunteers, at the breaking 
ou t o f the Civil W ar in I8C1, and perform ed 
his d u ty as a soldier d u rin g the siege of 
Y orktow n, und M cClellan’* advance u p the 
p eninsula to Richm ond.

d a y s' battle, the A rm y of the Potom ac was o r­ 
d e r'd to the su p |sirt of General Pope, in front 
of W ashington, w here his regim ent wm en 
gaged iu B utterfield's charge on Stonew all 
Jack so n , whose division was posted behind a 
ra d io .d em bankm ent, at the second I attle of 
B ull Run.

BEHIND AN EM BAN KMENT. 


T h e reb I-* w ere behind aa em bank nent 
aud out of sight.

m uskets aud the noise of the bullets as they 
clove their way through the air around u*.

WOUNDED BY UF.BBL BULLETS. 


“ O u r officers finding i» im possible to carry 
the w orks iii o u r front, gave orders to ' fall 
b a i in us good ordei as possible.* 
I did not 
h ear the order, being so engaged in firing, 
and th e confusion Ifiu g so great as to araks the 
voices of com m and inaudible iu the noise 
and roar of battle. 
Looking around I found 
m yself alone, and starling to find o u r reel- 
m ental colors. I saw them half way across the 
th Id w e had charged over just before 
T hey 
w ere about 200 yards from me, hut I thought 
I could catch up w ith them , and if ever I rail 
I ran then. 
Bullets were flying through tho 
air and shells exploding in every direction, 
th ro w in g up the earth at my feet as they ex 
pits led, and how anyone could live through 
such a rain of death, has alw ays been a mys 
te ry to me. 
In m arching I candid a hatchet 
for th e purpose of cu ttin g fire wood, and 
poles aud ’pius’ fo rereelin g my * sheller tent ’ 
w hen we cam e lo a halt at uight. These were 
carried In my 
w aist belt, on 
the right 
h ip. 
In ordur to carry it m ore com fortably, 
m y b lanket was rolled up and card ed over 
m y rig h t shoulder, the ends tieing secured to 
g etber w ith a strap* to bold it In place, as 
th ey h u n g dow n on the left side, next the 
haversack;

“ D uring the night th a t follow ed, 
our 
butteries shelled the w oods, w here I lay, 
several 
of 
the shells 
bursting

m ade It very uncom fortable sleeping. T he 
next m orning was S unday; one of the U nion 
surgeons cam e along, an d asked some of Hie 
rebel strugglers to c a n y mu to a log h u t I list 
was near bv, which th ey did. 
Upon laying 
m c dow n, I discovered C aptain Root, of the 
Syracuse portion of o u r regim ent, w ho was 
also w ounded. On the afternoon o f tho same 
day, a rebel doctor, 
stopped nt the sam e 
place, cut the bull out o f m y leg, gave me 
bandages, anil also instructed me as to the 
best m anner of treatm ent, in ord er to save 
the leg from am putation. 
O n the next day 
M onday— we were paroled, by a rebel officer, 
aud soou ufter a doctor, w ith several assist 
aats, appeared, and after cu ttin g off the legs 
and arm s of several w ounded m en, w ho were 
near, finally came to w here I lay, and m ak 
ing un exam ination of m y w ounded leg, said 
it ' m ust com e off.’ 
T ho attendants picked 
me 
up to carry m e to the 
am putating 
table, w hen C aptain 
R oot stopped 
them 
saying 
th at man is uuder m y charge, lay him 
dow u ag ain .’ 
T hey paid no attention to the 
C aptain, how ever, aud the probability Is they 
would have cut off my leg thou aud there if 
be had not again called to them , ut tho sam e 
tim e draw ing his revolver,as lie told them that 
' W e’ve had a doctor here w ho said th a t leg 
could 
be saved,’ and he insisted th at they 
should not dism em ber me. A fter some fu rth er 
argum ent betw een the do cto r and the C aptain 
I was finally returned to the lutter’s side. 
w here I lay until the uext F riday, w hen I was 
taken up to headquarters.” 
LITTLE OH NOTHtNO TO BAT. 
“ D uring Hie time th at I s'aid on thp field, 
from S aturday until the F riday follow ing, 
we ha I very little to cut; oil 
that I had in 
that time was one hard tack and u sm all piece 
of Uoe-cak**. given me by a rebel struggler. 
We had plenty of w ater, how ever, the cill

SENT HOME. 
At headquarters we w ere stretched out in 
row s in a [leach orchard, and carli cue given 
a slice of bread und a piece o f roast beef for 
•upper. On S aturday m orning, after n b reak­ 
fast of breird und N ef, 
som e others, 
whir 
m yself, w cie put in an am bulance and driven 
over the rough V irginia roads to W ashing 
ton, w hich seemed fully 40 miles aw ay. 
H ere I was placed in E m o ry H ospital, reach 
ing it about 2 o'clock on su n d ay m orning, 
w here I rem ained about th ree m onths, w hen I 
was transferred to U. S. A. G eneral lin s 
pital. C am den street, B altim ore, from w hich 
I was discharged F ebruary 14. 1809, und sent 
hom e.” 


S T O N E W A L L J A C K S O N ’S D E A T H . 
Jure S. T hom pson, a form er resident of 
R ondout aud one of the surviving m em bers 
of the d u e H undred and T w entieth R egi­ 
m ent. w rites entertainingly in the A a tilt mil 
Tribune o f the doings of his regim ent, w hich 
form ed a portion ot Hie fa m o u s ‘ E xcelsior 
Br 'gaffe " at the disastrous B at'Ie of Chancel 
lorsville. 
.Mr. T hom pson was a m in i lu r of 
Com pany I), and claim s th at the death of 
’’ S to n ew all” Jackson, averred to be caused 
by tile lire o f the C onfederates them selves, 
was 
really caused by 
the 
firing o f tin ­ 
men from U lster C ounty. 
C om pany I) was 
detailed for picket duty und after a line of 
skirm ishes ii .d !>ccn form ed, Mr. Thom pson 
was one of six i l o placed in a still far I lier 
advanced line, '.cry near tile enem y’s line. 
This gave him advantages for w atching move* 
m en u of tm* enem y. 
T he story v t Mr 
Thom pson, which cannot bo given in full for 
lark of space, ends os fellow s: 
"A n d w hile 
they were e a r n in g G eneral Jai ksou back lo 
the rear a shot Dom our side killed one of 
the stretcher N un fs, and the G eneral dropped 
to the '.'round finn! off the stretcher h elo ir 
he could lie caught. 
It w as reported that the 
shocii of the fall was m ore the* cause of G en­ 
eral Jackson's death than the w ounds just 
received; th at is, though the G eneral wa.* 
severely w ounded, he w ould have stood a 
chance of rallying Hut for the fall.” 
Mi 
Thom pson, in telling of 
*’w hat lie* w ould 
Uke to know ,” says: 
"F irst, 
if G eneral 
H ooker knew o f Stonew all Jack so n ’* m ove 
m ent on o u r right—w hich he undoubtedly 
id, as my regim ent knew o f it in f e a lte r 
noon—w hy General H ow ard did not profit 
i v it I 
Second, why w ere we told, w hen on 
fie skirm ish Him, the Irish H iigradu w as in 
front o f us ? 
A nd, th ird , w hat troops they 
were (h it form ed in front of me at so lute st. 
hour ? ” 
Surviving m embers of the One H undred 
arid T w entieth Regim ent, residing in R on­ 
dout, shv they have no doubt the 
troops 
th at form ' d in front of th e skirm ish Hoe. 
w here 
T hom pson 
was 
stationed, 
w ete 
the C onfederates getting ready to 
m ake 
their 
ti ink 
m ovem ent 
w hich 
proved 
successful. 
A Rebel M ajor gave the order* 
to the com m ander of the Excelsior Brigade 
t o ' case tiring on account of the Irish B rigade 
being in his front. 
T h e Confr derate M ajor 
was captured during (lie fight, and how he got 
Inside the Union lines was a m ystery.

G eneral D cTrobriund, in his " F o u r Y ears 
w ith the A rm y of the P otom ac,” supports 
tin:

ster C ounty, that at the B attle of G ettysburg 
the Confederates were told th at they had only 
m ilitia to fight 
D eT iobriand says: " I t was 
a hard fight. 
T he C onfederates appeared to 
have the devil in them . 
T hey barf liven told 
that they had before them nothing bu t m ili­ 
tia, assem bled in basti'. 
If tin t had been 
true, w ithout disparaging Un! m ilitia, I be­ 
leve from the m anner in w hich the rebels 
rushed upon us they w ould have N ail sw ept 
aw ay in the tw inkling of an eye. 
But, w hen 
they m et us face to face, they quickly recog­ 
nized the old tro o p of I lo o k er and K earney,

The Work Dr-lnK Prosecuted with VlKor Be­ 
tween nonduet and Troy. 
The weather continue* favorable for ice h ar­ 
vesting on the Upper Hudson. 
The many 
men, boys nnd hone* employed furnish an 
interestin'; scene to travelers on the W est 
Shore and Hudson River Railroads. 
Al 
though the thin ice makes the work more 
tedious, extra efforts arc made and tiers of 
ice are rapidly being piled upon ooe another 
in the large houses. 
The scare about a short 
crop bus caused ice to be gathered in places 
where it never w as before. 
Many boats and 
barge* not used in conveying ica to market, 
have been filled.

The Knickerliooker Company has 2,500 
tons of Ice stacked ou Clare’* dot it, at Malden 
utid will increase the amount lo 5,000 if pos 
sible. 
VanW ugonen & Conges, of Kingston,have 
tilled their two ice houses at that place with 
three thousand tons of ice from eight and 
half to 12 inches in thickness.
